Natural Resources 


Prof, Martin Says Manitoba Has Been 
Kept as Colony by Dominion 
For Fifty Years 


“With regard to its public lands, 
the province of Manitoba has been 
kept as a colony by the Dominion for 
60 years,” declared Professor Chester 
Martin, at a lunch of the Kiwanis 
Club in the Fort Garry Hotel, when 
addres#ing the members on the fight 
being made by Manitoba for the re- 
turn of its natural resources, in the 
course of which he outlined the pro- 
gress made in that struggle. 

He said the three prairie provinces 
were alone among all the original 
and later provinces of Confederation, 
and among all self-governing prov- 
inces and dominions of the British 
commonwealth of’ nations, in having 
their natural resources administered 
from without and for the purposes 
of the Dominions. Provincial rights 
over public lands were vindicated 
three generations ago by the very 
provinces that had opposed the same 
rights for Manitoba. The Dominion 
obtained the land in 1870 for nothing, 
as Sir George Cartier had said, and 
kept them to build a transcontinental 
railway. The fight for provincial 
rights had been a long one but the 
province steadily was narrowing the 
issue and certainly would come into 
its own if it ran true to form. 

The right of the province, said the 
speaker, to its lands as from 1870 
had been fairly established as a con- 
stitutional right and nobody yet had 
ventured to take the field against 
that principle. This really included 
everything else for it implied the 
right to all that was left of the re- 
sources and to compensation for 
those disposed 

Another definite point 
achieved, Sir Robert Borden had in 
sisted that even if the lands were re 
turned to the provinces fhe Dominion 
should make certain reservations with 
regard to a free homestead policy and 
immigration. Those reservations 
had gone by the board and Premier 
Meighen stated in a letter last April 
that the lands were to come to the 
provinces without “ifs,” “ands” and 
“buts.” 

Within the last month, he thought; 
@ third point has been achieved. 
The eastern provinces had always 
stood in the way of a settlement, but 
{t seemed they had given up the old 
purchase theory but had always in- 
sisted that the lerms proposed by the 
three prairle provinces in 1918 were 
an attempt to get the land and a 


eash subsidy into the bargain. That 
proposal was to retain the present 
subsidy as compensation for re- 
sources already alienated. Manitoba, 
he thought, had succeeded in ex- 
cluding the other provinces alto- 


gether from the issue by withdrawing | 


the proposal of 1913 and basing its 
whole claim on full provincial rights 
as from 1870. Thus the claim wus 


not one of subsidy but of lands, and |

Premier King, in a 
cent letter, had asserted that if 
eastern provinces felt they had 
claim that claim would have to

Some persons had advocated taking 
the matter into the courts to get their 
lands, but as far as that was concern- 
ed they could get them tomorrow if 
they could settle the matter of com- 
pensation for lands already disposed 
of by the Dominion.

A New Source of Radium 


Mine has Been Opened Up in Corn. 
wali, England 

Radium is perhaps the most costly 
fubstance in the world. A few grains 
of it are worth a fortune, ‘This high 
cost is due to the enormous amount 
of materlal which has to be treated in 
order to obtain a minute quantity of 
radium, but its costliness is atoned by 
the extraordinary power which re- 
sides in even the tiniest particles of 
this wonderful substance. A new 
source has recently been opened up in 
Cornwall, England, the ancient site of 
the tin and copper industries. A 
Uranium mine was opened out before 
the war and found to be suitable for 
the production of radium, but work 
was suspended during the period of 
hostilities. The necessary plant and 
machinery for active operations have, 
however, now been erected and the 
world's supply of radium is likely to 
receivo a most useful accesion.

“Canada Claims Wrangel Island 


Base Ownership on Occupation by 

Survivors of Karluk Expedition 

Wrangol Island will come to Can- 
ada. That it is expected will be the 
upshot of the planting of the British 
flag there on Sept. 21, 1921, by the 
last Arctic expedition organized by 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson. The assump- 
tion is that the island was formally 
claimed in the name of Great Britain 
to avoid international complications 
with a view to its being eventually 
transferred to Canada as part of tne 
Dominion, As a matter of fact, Can- 
ada has a previous claim by right of 
occupation, For eight months, fol- 
lowing the loss of the Karluk of the 
Canadian Arctic expedition of 1913, 
Wrangel Island was occupied by a 
body of the survivors, three of whom 
died there, This actual occupation 


of the island, it is stated, would con-| 


stitute a basis for ownership without 
actually hoisting the flag or a formal 
claim being made. ‘The value of the 
island is understood to He chiefly in 
fur and seal fisheries. Seal and wal- 
rus are said to be plentiful. 

In connection with claim to owner- | 
ship of Wrangel Island an important 
point has arisen. The island bears 
the name of Baron Wrangel, a Rus- 
sian explorer, and the view is preval- 
ent that Russia may have some prior 
claim to ownership. Research it is 
understood has already been made 
into the point and so far as can 
be learned, representatives of Russia 
never actually landed on the island 
nor made any formal claim to its 


session. 
The island lies west of Behring 
straits but sufficiently north of 


Siberia, it is stated, to be outside the 
Russian sphere of influence.

@ For Helium Gas 


Valuable Natural Resource of Canada 
Escapes Unused Into Air 

While most U.S. authorities con- 
tinue to state that helium gas is only 
to be found there, Canada ts wasting 
it, according to our own scientists. It 
is estimated that every day of the 
week millions of dollars worth of 
helium are wasted because no one has 
discovered a use for it. Indeed a re- 
cent deputation to the federal goyv- 
ernment mentioned this gas as an 
argument in favor of the continuance 
of scientific research in Canada. Ina 
pamphlet the scientists carried as 
proof of their assertions they stated 
that hellum ‘is contained in our na- 
tural gas and escapes unused into the 
air. Can we find another use for 
hellum besides the filling of a bal- 
loon? Here is enough money to pay 
off our railway debts. The research 
council has promoted tne study of 
this question; the material is avail- 
able; it is now a matter of finding 
uses in times of peace for this gas 
of which Canada can become one of 
the largest producers.” 

This Western Canada natural re- 
source has only been thought of so 
far as a non-inflammable medium for 
use in airships. It is held that the 
disaster to the British-made balloon 
at Hull, or to the Itallan dirigible to 
the Unites States more recently, 
would have been impossible had the 
chambers been inflated with helium. 
One newspaper says that things might 
have been different had the Roma's 
gas bag, with its cubical capacity of 
1,100,000 feet, not been filled with 
hydrogen, Non-inflammable helium 
was the levitating gas used when the 
Roma went on her first trial filght 
last December. But {t had been 
planned to send the ship—the largest 
sem{-rigid airship in the world—on 
a spring cruise over the country to 
demonstrate her fitness to cross the 
Atlantic. In her bag had been the 
whole available supply of helium in 
the United States. Flying officials 
wanted that for the spring journey, so 
they pumped it into tanks and sub- 
stituted hydrogen.—Brandon Sun, 


Will Publish Letters 
Of Queen Victoria 


Deal With Thrilling Period of Great 
Britain’s History 

Wide interests has been excited by 
the announcement that the King has 
directed the publication, through Mr. 
John Murray, of a further series of 
Queen Victoria's letters, 

It was by the command of King 
Edward that three volumes of selec- 
tions from her correspondence, cover- 
ing the years of 1837-1861—from her 
accession to the throne to the death 
of the Prince Consort—were publish- 
ed in 1907. The three volumes, 
dealing with such a distant period, 
were of more interest to the historian 
than to this generation. But the 
forthcoming issue of Queen Victoria's 
letters deals with not only a more re- 
cent, but a more thrilling period. 

But for the war it would have been 
impossible to publish the volume of 
Queen Victoria’s correspondence now 
arranged for. The period from 1861 
onwards witnessed the rise of Prussia 
into the German Empire and the self- 
aggrandizement ‘of the Honenzollern 
dynasty. 

That is the epoch in which these 
letters were inspired and written. 
It was also the time when Gladstone 
and Disraeli contested the suffrages 
of the British people, and when each 
in turn became her Prime Minister 
and chief adviser of the Crown. This 
Royal correspondence will throw a 
great light upon not only domestic 
but world politics,

National Council of Education 
Conference to be Held in| 
Toronto in 1923 

Into the minds of a group of citl- 
zens of Western Canada, there came 
in 1917 the idea that a concerted at- 
tempt should be made to rally the 
best public opinion of the nation be- 
hind the schools of the Dominion, the 
direction of which is assigned by our 
constitution to the Province, It was 
contended that the Education Depart- 
ments cannot be fully effective if 
unsupported by an interested and 
alert public opinion. 

The preliminary conference held at 
Winnipeg in October, 1919, called the 
National Council into being. ‘ The 
next conference is now being organ- 
ized by that council as a definite ex- 
pression of its aim and proposed ac- 
| tivities, as a means’ of creating public 
opinion and invoking its entire force | 
on behalf of an educational ideal. This! 
conference is to be héld at Toronto at 
Easter, 1928, the entire cost of its or- 
most gener- 
ously undertaken by the Rotary Club 
of that city. Toronto will be made 
the conference-centre for a Dominion- 
wide educational campaign in which 
all cities and towns will ge simultan- 
eously interested by notable speakers. 
With this in view, committees exe) 
now in course of constitution at the 
more important points, and through 
them, Canada will be asked to con- 
sider vital aspects of Education, and 
formulate opinion and suggestion as a 
means of interesting the public in the 
pressing need of a “new light” in edu- 
cation, in its widest interpretation, 
For these committees, a programme 
of subjects is being prepared in which 
discussion and research is desirable 
at this stage. These topics might} 
usefully. include the “Pros and Cons 
of Co-Education,” “The New Zealand 
system of School Administration”
